not only in America, but throughout the world, and, recently, 
he visited the United States in person. 

Always and incorrigibly the artist, he consorts with artists 
—one of his latest exploits being a barnstorming tour with 
the novelist, Madame Colette, in which the two played the 
leading rdles in Colette’s classic comedy, “Chérie.” Sculp- 
tors, painters, cartoonists, poets, musicians, and stage celeb- 
rities are his friends, as are also politicians, statesmen, 
gourmets, chefs de cuisine, men about town, journalists, and 
other famous personalities. In short, quite apart from his 
talent as a dress designer, he is distinctly a figure in his na- 
tive city—and only Paris could have created him. 

Nearly every one knows that he obtained his training as 
a designer with Worth and Doucet, but his independent start 
at the head of his own establishment is a more obscure bit 
of history. He opened what was merely a street shop, and a 
small one, in 1903, at 5, rue Auber, beside the Opéra. Almost 
at once, his extraordinary sense of colour made itself known 
to Parisians. The shop was an instant success, and, to 
accommodate his growing clientele, Poiret found and occu- 
pied a private house in the rue Pasquier, where he received 
his customers as a painter might his sitters. It was the first 
time that a dressmaker had used a residence as his place of 
business—a fact that seems strange now when so many 
of them have their salons in the mansions of Paris,

However, in its turn, this establishment became too small 
for Poiret’s business, and then he took the famous hotel that 
he occupied for so many years in the rue du faubourg Saint- 
Honoré near its junction with the avenue Victor-Emmanuel

rubber, Poiret was first to dramatize the showing of a new 
dress collection. The sumptuous fétes that he gave there 
became, quite apart from their significance to dress fashion, 
Parisian social events of the first order. 

The years in the faubourg Saint-Honoré leading up to 
the War brought Poiret to the zenith of his power. Dress 
fashion had not yet fallen into an even tenor of evolution 
such as it knows to-day. Changes in style from season to 
season were often violent. A designer with the ruthless origi- 
nality of a Poiret was bound in such times to have great 
influence over style. It is probably a fact that no other person 
in modern times, man or woman, has come any closer to ex- 
erting an absolute dictatorship over dress fashions than 
Poiret did then. 

The War brought about the closing of the House of Poiret 
for five years, during which time the master served his coun- 
try. Afterwards, he found conditions changed. Great new 
dress houses had sprung up—houses backed by strong capi- 
tal and managed by keen men of business. The competition 
was much more severe than it had been. Poiret thought to 
go on as before. He took and remodelled the beautiful Adtel on 
the Rond Point des Champs-Elysées, which the House now 
occupies, but the project proved too much for him to handle 
alone. He called in outside capital, with the result that the 
House is now owned by a private company controlled by the 
Aubert Syndicate, which in the past year or so has also come 
into control of the Houses of Agnés, Doucet, Deeuillet, and 
Drecoll. Poiret himself, however, remains as chief designer 
and artistic director. 


PAUL POIRET AS DECORATOR 


This beautiful new place on the Rond Point faithfully re- 
flects the vigour and originality of its creator. It is one of the 
last words of Paris on the subject of interior decoration— 
and no uncertain word either, for, among his talents, Poiret 
counts that of interior decoration. 

The entrance lobby—a small stone rotunda—is typical. 
The domed ceiling has for decoration the complete circle of 
the zodiac painted upon it. The lights are tiny electric bulbs 
that represent stars, and these stars correctly and, therefore, 
irregularly placed are those in control of the various 
“houses” at the hour of Paul Poiret’s birth, In fact, it is 
his horoscope.

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' , J) HETHER to or not to sunburn is a 
question that many women are ask- 

ing themselves and their beauty spe- 

cialist, as they leave town to depart for lands 
of warm skies, to lie on beaches underneath 
an unaccustomed summer sun, or to play golf 
bare-headed, in the brilliant light of the sum- 
mer sun. Sunshine, that greatest of all restora- 
tives, belongs by divine right to the rich 
and poor of every country. No wonder that 
we embrace it so eagerly, offering our faces, 
our necks, our arms, and bodies to it, deter- 
mined not to be robbed of any part of it, let- 
ting it sink into our systems and burn our 
skins to the colour of copper. And, yet, mod- 
ern beauty specialists tell us that such 
exposure to the sun’s rays is fatal to the skin 
of any but the youngest. Such skin specialists 
as Helena Rubinstein and Elizabeth Arden 
lament the recent craze for sunburn that has 








had such smart following on the Lido and 
other fashionable resorts, where women have 
allowed themselves to burn as dark as possi- 
ble, anointing themselves with coconut-oil to 
hasten the process and to ensure an even 
darkening of the skin that permitted a dec- 
orative—if mahogany coloured—evening dé- 
colletage. 

The desire for such intense burning is, 
happily for our complexions, and even for our 
health, a thing of the past. The pendulum is 
swinging back again, and, to accompany the 
softer feminine lines and delicate colourings 
of our evening gowns, fashion demands 


smooth white shoulders and arms, even in the 
midst of summer sun and activities. 

That which was beneficial in our sun-baths, 
we keep: the revivifying of our bodily health 
through the sun’s rays. What was harmful to 
the beauty and texture of the skin—the un- 





merciful drying and coarsening of the pores 
and uneven pigmentation caused by the in- 
tense heat of the sun shining upon our ex- 
posed faces and arms—, we have learned to 
counteract. 

Now, by skilful treatments and prepara- 
tions before, during, and after our sun-baths, 
we can come from them recharged with new 
health, our whole system “toned up,” our 
blood circulating freely, our body purified— 
and yet keep our skin clear, smooth, and soft. 

There is Patou’s “huile de chaldée” for 
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those who wish to tan with comfort. There 
1S water-proof cream, made by Elizabeth Ar- 
den, that one smooths on. moist, before ex- 
posure to the sun or wind. There is Helena 
Rubinstein’s sun- and wind-proof cream, origi- 
nally invented as a protective measure against 
winter sun in Switzerland. This neutralizes the 
violet rays of the sun and prevents freckles, 
sunburn, and tan. And there are Harriet 
Hubbard Ayer’s “luxuria cream” and Eleanor 
Adair’s “huile orientale ganesh,” to mention 
a few of the good ones. 





These creams and lotions are put on the 
face before make-up is applied, and they will 
stay upon it under the most severe conditions 
and protect its texture and its smoothness 
from fierce sun or burning winds. 

Prevention is better than cure, each of 
these specialists says, and so they all advise 
their clients. But, they all have sunburn and 
bleaching treatments that are extremely ef- 
fective for skins that have been rashly ex- 
posed to the sun. In one of Elizabeth Arden’s 
cool and lovely rooms, one lies back luxur- 
iously while a deft-fingered assistant repairs 
the ravages that the sun has wrought. First, 
there is a thorough cleaning with the cleans- 
ing cream, then a thick application of the 
muscle oil and pore cream to soften and 
smooth burned, tired tissues and to re- 
fine pores that have been coarsened by 
“weathering.” While the face is still moist 


and soft, a thin application of “aprés l’été” is 
worked gently into the skin with soft pattings, 
the eyes being first protected with cotton- 
wool, wet with eye-lotion. “Aprés l’été” is 
allowed to remain on from two to five min- 
utes, according to the condition of the skin 
and its sensitiveness, at the end of which 
time a pleasing tingling sensation is experi- 
enced.

PECTATORS at the tennis-courts

Of the Autumn Season, Nobody Will Deny That Matrimony May Be 


Classed (Semi-Jocosely) as 


INCE an article in Vogue, not so long ago, was devoted to 
conditions surrounding the débutante, we think it only 
logical to try to follow a later phase of her career: marriage, 

to wit. Obviously, “‘coming out”” means emerging into something 
more than what we call society. It means emerging into the re- 
sponsibilities of grown-up living and, though matrimony may not 
be the whole of existence, every one admits (or has until now) 
that it should be part of a well-rounded life, offering valuable 
experience and, in its latest manifestations, more variety than 
ever before. It is hard to get along with it, no doubt, but equally 
hard to get along without it, so very early in the history of the 
human race the question arose as to how men and women could 
come together on the best terms. 


N THE case of the first marriage on record, that of Adam and 
Eve, it was simple enough, owing to the lack of choice in 
partners. Later came complications, and it appeared necessary to 
decide, not only whom one should marry, but how one should, if 
necessary, get rid of wives and husbands when they turned out 
not to be all one’s fond fancy had painted them in the beginning. 
The inexorable fact that people do seem different before and 
after marriage presented a difficulty that was dealt with in vari- 
ous ways. There was the somewhat clumsy expedient of adding 
more wives, apparently in the hope of spreading their faults 
thinner. Husbands’ faults did not count in those days. But the 
plan was not really satisfactory, as King Solomon, for one, could 
have told us. He certainly gave the method a fair trial, for, as we 
read, he had three hundred wives, each with her own religion and 
temple. Yet, his domestic life was so inadequate that he was 
driven to consort with chance visitors like the Queen of 
Sheba, who describes herself so modestly as “black but 
comely,” but whom we suspect of having had charm. 


INCE the day of the wisest of kings, all sorts of ways have 
been tried to ease the matrimonial yoke for the man. But, in 
the fulness of time, we have shifted the angle from which we look 
at the question, so that now our divorce courts are chiefly busy 
with cases of wives who wish to change husbands or, at least, 
desire to be free to live their own lives—if there is such a thing 
as a life belonging exclusively to oneself. It is the fashion to think 
so, at all events. The modern note all along the line is to get rid 
of every kind of burden. We have, generally speaking, abolished 
visiting-cards, corsets, nearly all clothes, long hair, politeness, 
respect for parents, for law, and for the English language; in 
short, for everything tiresome. We live in tiny apartments, 
because they are easy to take care of, and send our silver to the 
bank, because it is too much trouble to polish it; in fact, the only 
possessions thought really necessary at present are a motor, a 
pocket full of money, and a few hundred cigarettes. 


First, 


Foremost, and Soonest Over 


ARRIAGE and children are among the things that do not 

seem to fit smoothly into this carefree existence. Indeed, 
it is often asserted that most unions now fail because responsibili- 
ties and troubles spring up too quickly in the path of the newly- 
wed. We are told that babies and the struggle to make two ends 
meet tend to drive young people into discontent with each other 
and that, if a way could be found to lift such burdens from their 
shoulders at first, mutual affection would come with growing 
prosperity and (as the story-books used to say) “they would live 
happily ever after.” 


HIS theory, however, contradicts our experience in other 

relations in life. It is notorious, for instance, that strong 
feeling springs up between these who have endured hardship and 
suffering together, like shipmates cn a polar expedition, like 
soldiers in the trenches, hospital corps under fire, coworkers at 
any hard task. Their common trials bind them to one another. 
And how much more should this be true of those who build such 
comradeship in effort on that emotion which is said to suffer long 
and be kind. At the risk of being still more obvious and old- 
fashioned, we must say that we see no hope for matrimony along 
the path we are now travelling. Marriage, to our way of thinking, 
can not be taken as a temporary relationship, to be changed at 
will if it becomes irksome. The circumstances of our married lot 
are not What make us happy or unhappy; we may be bored in a 
palace and find in a four-roomed flat how sweet it is to be with 
those we love to be with. In short, persons about to marry should 
be sure—as far as mortals may be—that they feel real love, not 
merely a sensual attraction or a passing fancy; at least, that they 
have the foundation to build an affectionate companionship upon 
when the enchanted atmosphere of glamour has been blown away. 
Above all, they should not enter on such a union with the thought 
at the back of their minds that if it does not prove satisfactory 
they can always shuffle the cards and try again. 


ERMANENT marriages are not based on such ideas, and 

impermanent ones are worse than none at all. In the an- 
tiquated ceremony for the ‘“‘solemnization of Holy Matrimony,” 
we used to take each other “for better for worse,” and, after 
all, is not that what we do in other relations of life? In dealing 
with our children, our business associates, landlords, tenants, 
and servants, are we not inclined to take the bad with the good? 
And if every time we find the other fellow disappointing we 
throw him away and get a fresh one, do we gain? Alas, it often 
happens that “plus ¢a change plus c’est la méme chose.” No, the 
person to be altered is oneself, and, to close on a still more moral- 
istic note, we say to the bride of the coming season, or any season, 
for that matter, ‘““Be good, sweet maid, and if you would find 
lasting happiness, try to last yourself.” 
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HIS being the period of the 
year when rentals and actors 
are cheap, managerial aspir- 

ants toss flat, lifeless stuff on the 
suffering boards of the metropolitan 
stages—-stuff which it would seem 
even the most naive would know to 
be not stage worthy—this being that 
period and the soi-disant plays being 
as bad as, if not worse, than, in 
other springs, is a propitious time 
to consider the outer guards of 
the theatre. 

There are critics and critics. 
Which is about as intelligent as 
would be a statement that there are 
worlds and worlds, people and 
people. Yet, such dicta enunciated with the 
proper ex cathedra authoritativeness have 
weight in some quarters. We may, however, 
narrow ours down. By and large, critics divide 
into two classes: those who consider them- 
selves the chief actors in the dramas they 
are reviewing, and those who wear blazoned 
on their brows, 


“|. The theatre’s out of joint ; O cursed spite, 
That ever I was born to set it right!” 


The latter are frequently termed “con- 
structive;” the former are called “old 
women” (if they happen to be men), “ego- 
centrics,” “conceited asses,” and such—or 
worse—names; both classes are exceedingly 
unpopular in every circle at some time, all 
the time in some circles. 

it is not the function of a critic to be con- 
structive—he should guide and give the 
reasons for taking the path he does take. Two 
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considerations should direct his decisions. Is 
the thing itself worth doing? And, does it 
accomplish what it attempts? But only an 
ideal critic would be able to be so dis- 
passionate, and ideal critics, like other ideal 
persons, would be intolerable, if possible. 


CONCERNING THE CRITIC 


What, then, does the reviewer take to the 
theatre with him, along with his ideals? 
Gossip, first of all—press-agents see to that. 
He has been informed of the nature of the 
play, usually how other cities regard it and 
its interpreters. Even when it opens cold, 
the active press representatives have over- 
whelmed him with information, all of it 
favourable. His own experience with the same 
actors, authors, and producers neutralizes 
that overfulsome praise. He knows how little 
it is worth, and yet, unless he is cautious, it 
is likely to influence him—in a way different

from the press-agent’s intention. 
And, also, he is inclined to bring 
with him to the theatre pre- 
conceptions based on the previous 
work of the performers, the pro- 
ducers, and the playwrights. After 
“Merton of the Movies” and the 
Tarkington comedies, he found it 
difficult to adjust himself to the 
poor acting of Glenn Hunter; a Gil- 
bert Miller, an Arthur Hopkins, a 
Winthrop Ames production he goes 
to expecting taste and shrewdness; 
he anticipates success at a Jed 
Harris premiére. And, yet, he knows 
that taste often falters, that success 
in the theatre is variable, not 
cumulative, that the best fail at times and in 
their own field. But, as in most departments 
of life, reason is strongly coloured by the 
prejudices, one way or the other, which con- 
tacts have created. 

He lives in the atmosphere of the theatre. 
When he is with theatrical folk, the talk 
always sooner or later becomes shop; with 
non-theatrical people, he must sit like an 
oracle, spout opinions, and reveal the inner 
manners, customs, and peccadillos of Theatre- 
dom. Most of this, he endures tolerantly, as 
a sort of professional flagellation that leaves 
no mark. But some of it finds a groove and 
lodges. He discovers himself yielding to the 
very human desire to be different or, at 
least, contradictory. If some one _ praises 
Mary Smith, the ingénue, too fulsomely, he 
is likely to shrug at her talents, or vice versa. 
And then, when next he must review a Mary 
Smith performance, he is unconsciously im- 
pelled to stick to his guns, even though they 
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Janet Jevons, London 


are synthetic. Soon, he is playing the role 
of Great Defender or Great Traducer. At 
present, one critic is that way about Eugene 
O'Neill, another about Ethel Barrymore, a 
third about Ames’s revivals of the Savoy 
operas, several are blind champions of the 
Theatre Guild, a few are convinced that no 
Shubert musical comedy can be any good. 

Alexander Woollcott in his farewell to the 
season says: “Now that some one has sug- 
gested that my new house be called “These 
Old Arms’ and now that the Shubert house 
organ has described me as the Theatre Guild’s 
journalistic lackey,’ the theatrical season of 
1927-1928 may be said to be on its last legs. 
The First Grave Digger looks up, notes the 
date on the calendar, and wipes the sweat

off his hands. With an uneasy glance over 
his shoulder, he exits hurriedly, almost un- 
noticed, save for a faint murmur in one 
corner of the scene where Alfred Lunt, 
Harpo Marx, Mrs. Fiske, and Ruth Gordon 
sit quietly in chorus, as the curtain falls. 
Then, to a great blare from the orchestra 
pit, it rises again on a street scene. Enter 
Lee Shubert, Walter Hampden, Ruth Chat- 
terton, Lowell Sherman, Billie Burke, and a 


great happy throng, tossing roses into the 
air. They dance. Curtain.” 

He thus enrolls himself in both classes of 
critics and recognizes the accusations of bias 
which have been hurled at him these last 
few years. But why shouldn’t he? Strict im- 
partiality, unless embedded in a sedulously 
monastic life, is impossible in present-day 
New York—if, indeed, it was ever possible 
in any place at any period. 

Perhaps those who cry for impartiality 
use the word relatively. But even relative 
impartiality—if it could be defined—would 
be difficult in a society that, except on its 
highest and lowest levels, is largely deter- 
mined by profession.

HETHER or not the modern style in 
the decorative arts has anything to 


do with America—in other words, 
whether it will take hold and become a 
definite expression of American tastes and 
standards of living—has become a subject 
almost as much debated as companionate 
marriage and the outcome of the presidential 
campaign. Because of the reasonableness and 
the good taste displayed in the recent Inter- 
national Exhibition of Art in Industry at 
Macy’s, the probability of its acceptance has 
been considerably extended. The fact that 
the exhibition demonstrated the international- 
ism of the movement and proved that it is 
definitely on its way to becoming a world 
style was as important a factor in influencing 
public opinion in its favour as were the good 
taste and livableness of the rooms that served 
as units of the exhibition. 


THE FIRST MODERN EXHIBITION 


Until this exhibition took place, there was 
a popular and incorrect idea that the modern 
style was largely of French origin. Further- 
more, the fact that many of the ensembles 
brought over to this country for display 
tended to emphasize the eccentric and theoret- 
icai features of the style has definitely 
worked against its acceptance and develop- 
ment in the direction of a logical American 
interpretation. The belief that France was 
largely responsible for the modern movement 
is understandable when one considers that it 
was the French Exposition of Decorative 
Arts that first brought the existence of a

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modern style to the consideration of Ameri- 
can manufacturers, designers, and buyers. 
Because France had the largest display in the 
exposition that she sponsored, her contri- 
bution to the movement was misinterpreted 
as being the most important and significant. 
Because Germany was not included, for politi- 
cal reasons, the possibility that she might 
also have been thinking along modern lines 
was disregarded. The non-representation of 
America was rightly understood as meaning 
that there was, at that time, no American 
contribution to the modern style. 


MODERNISM IN GERMANY 


As a matter of fact, for upwards of thirty 
years, Germany has been working on the 
development of a modern style that should 
combine creative ideas with a practical con- 
sideration of the changes brought about in 
living conditions by industrialism. The begin- 
nings of the modern movement in France are 
dated at about the same time. But Germany 
has given it a more consistent thought and 
practical demonstration. It is not, however, a

case of which interpretation is the better, 
for each presents a different exposition of 
the same idea. 

In view of the recent renewal of good-will 
between Germany and America and the fact 
that German exhibits in the Macy exhibition 
signalize the first appearance in this country 
of the German interpretation of the modern 
style, the German groups were céntres of 
interest. The American rooms attracted an 
equal amount of attention, inasmuch as 
American development of the modern note is 
the next eagerly awaited chapter in the story 
of twentieth-century style. In both cases, 
however, the interest was also dependent 
upon the plausible, attractive, and livable 
interpretation of the modern note as exem- 
plified in a typical twentieth-century interior. 
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The rooms chosen to illustrate this article 
have been selected from the American and 
German sections. The boudoir designed by 
Josef Hoffmann, the celebrated Viennese 
architect and the leading spirit in the Wiener 
Werkstaette, is also illustrated—not because 
it presents any new development of the 
modern style, but because America has al- 
ways responded to the quality of Viennese 
design. The Wiener Werkstaette was also a 
pioneer organization in furthering a style not 
based on tradition. 


DUE MEED OF APPRECIATION 


‘During the difficult years of reconstruction, 
the Wiener Werkstaette was several times 
on the point of dissolution. Fortunately, the 
State has now stepped in as a patron, with a 
resultant renewal of their delightful and essen- 
tially national art. The boudoir is shown in 
the photograph at the bottom of page 74.

“GET ME IN THE MOVIES” 


HILIP DUNNING’S “Get Me 

in the Movies’—in collaboration 
with Charlton Andrews—affected this 
reviewer that way. In_ spite of 
Andrews’s sad showing as a dramatist, 
of the lateness of the production 
(possibly an indication of lack of 
faith on the part of the pro- 
ducer, or maybe only of a paucity of 
funds )—whatever was in its disfavour, 
I still anticipated a rewarding evening 
with the work of the man who origi- 
nated “Broadway.” For sheer stupidity, 
poverty of comic invention, for crude- 
ness, it is without a peer. The only 
appeal it possesses is pathos: that of 
labour wasted, of fun that fizzles out, 
of frantic effort to no point. 

Johnny Loring’s scenario has won 
the fifty thousand dollar prize. With 
bands and flowers, cheers and hosan- 
nas, Hollywood welcomes him. Follow 
three acts filled with the efforts of 
various girls to step from him into the 
movies. A bed on a revolving door is 
the chief property—all the ladies em- 
ploy it. They appear to belong to a 
union or something which decrees that 
they shall all use the same method to 
the same end. After a dozen or so 
repetitions, it gets rather familiar. 

The wit is of this brand: “You 
fascinate me,” “I’m not a fascinator.” 
“T want to show my appreciation,” 
“You’ve shown everything else.” 

And the incidents are of a piece. 
Nightgowns, gin, the female form, wild 
chases over furniture—all the frayed 
tricks of ancient farce have been 
breathed upon and set on the stage of 
the Earl Carroll in a vain effort to 
give them a few moments cf artificial 
life. 

Sterling Holloway, sometime of the 
Grand Street Follies, plays Loring. 
The idea of his performance is comedy 
by contrast—timidity where aggres- 
siveness is expected, weakness in place 
of strength, simplicity instead of so- 
phistication. Although that is one of 
the surest and most honoured comic 
devices, Holloway does not register 
with it. He relies too heavily on physi- 
cal peculiarities; his pathos is too 
heavily underscored. And he indulges 
in too much facial grimacing, after 
the fashion of Morgan Farley in “An 
American Tragedy.” With the possible 
exception of Helen Baxter, the others 
in the cast are as white-and-black as 
their réles and the play itself.

Schools of Fine and Applied Arts there, 
designed the dining-room shown on 
page 75. Kem Weber, a former pupil 
of his, who has been a resident of this 
country since 1914 when he came over 
to carry out Bruno Paul’s designs for 
the German section of the Panama 
Pacific Exposition, designed the bath- 
dressing-room shown at the top of 
page 74. 

Whether the approbation that both of 
these rooms have met with proves a 
similarity between German and Ameri- 
can standards of comfort and taste is 
debatable. Certainly, Mr. Weber, for all 
the American interpretation that he 
has given to the modern note, has 
obviously received his initial inspira- 
tion from German sources. Further- 
more, there is a similarity between the 
problem of Germany and America. 
Mass production, the necessity of space 
conservation due to an increase in 
population, the same _ standard of 
hygiene and sanitation, and a growing 
popular demand for labour-saving de- 
vices, all would seem to make the 
German and American interpretation 
of a modern style develop along similar 
lines. The French problem is funda- 
mentally dissimilar. In France, modern 
apartments and houses are still a 
rarity, comparatively speaking, a fact 
that tends to make the French interpre- 
tation theoretical and_ stylistic. The 
French label may exert a subtle magic 
in the matter of selling clothes, pic- 
tures, and various other things to the 
American public, but, in matters per- 
taining to the home, its magic is less 
effective. 

GERMAN TASTE 

The arts are frequently described as 
efficacious carriers of international 
good-will and understanding. Coming 
close upon the international amity 
brought about by the successful com- 
passing of the Western flight by German 
aviators, the delightful and reasonable 
German interpretation of the modern 
style in the decorative arts, as exem- 
plified in the Macy exhibition, should 
aid in furthering this understanding 
and alter the popular misconception of 
German bad taste. It was Hohenzollern 
bad taste that cast its blight on German 
expression in the fine and applied arts 
for a generation and made bad taste 
and heavy handedness synonymous 
with German aesthetic expression. 

It is characteristic of the German 
temperament to attach a psychological 
and metaphysical import to things 
which, to the rest of the world, appear 
to have a purely objective significance. 
It is only to be expected, then, that 
the development of the modern style 
should be credited with having a deeper 
significance than a mere change in de- 
sign and form. The forward-looking 
men and women in Germany to-day, 
believe that the commercial and spiri- 
tual “come-back” will be based largely 
upon her ability to achieve the so- 
called “Qualitats Arbeit.” The “Quali- 
tdéts Arbeit,” whatever form it takes, is 
integrally bound up with the develop- 
ment of the modern style. The promul- 
gators of the idea—manufacturers, 
architects, artists, and merchants—are 
all members. of the Werkbund—an 
organization dedicated, not only to 
furthering the modern style, but also 
to insisting that its expression measures 
up to the highest standards of art and 
industry. Expositions demonstrating 
the best that is being accomplished in 
art and industry are annual occurrences 
in Germany. They are held with the 
express purpose of stimulating manu- 
facturer, artisan, artist, and public to 
demand only the best. The ideal of the 
“Qualitdéts Arbeit” is, in actuality, a

to the polo seasons in Berlin, Hamburg, 
and Frankfort, the necessary transport 
arrangements are made by the Vienna 
Polo Club. Among the good Viennese 
players are Prince Ferdinand Auer- 
sperg, whose father’s palace, Auer- 
sperg, is one of the finest in Vienna, 
Prince Karl Egon Fiirstenberg, Baron 
Louis Rothschild, and Prince Fugger. 

During the season, not only large 
dinners, but many private balls were 
given. Among the hosts and hostesses 
who opened their beautiful palaces for 
elaborate entertainments were the 
Prince and Princess Schwarzenberg, 
whose palace is one of the greatest in 
Vienna. The huge walls of its garden 
enclose ancient trees, box hedges, gravel 
walks with innumerable flower-beds, 
and graceful fountains. The Schwarzen- 
bergplatz in the city was named after 
ihe palace. Another prominent hostess 
was Princess Maritza Liechtenstein 
(née Andrassy), whose picture-gallery 
ranks on the official list next to the 
big Imperial Art History Museum. 
The fuli-.ength portrait of a cavalier 
with his hand on his hip, by Franz 
Hals, the “Blue Madonna,” many 
Rembrandts and Van Dycks, and a 
beautiful Madonna and Child by Botti- 
celli hang in this gallery. 

Baron Louis and Baron and Baron- 
ess Alphonse Rothschild give enter- 
tainments that are among the most 
elaborate in Vienna, and, like Prince 
Schwarzenberg, they have walled gardens 
where the guests may stroll between 
dances at their balls. Prince Alphonse 
Rothschild’s garden is unusual, for he 
makes a specialty of flower-beds of a 
single colour, in which each flower 
seems to be of the identical size and 
shade of its neighbour. Baron Louis 
Rothschild has a very large Renais- 
sance ballroom with elaborately carved 
boiserie. Instead of being in white 
and gold, the conventional colouring of 
that period, it is in white and silver, 
with a silver ceiling and silver consoles 
along the walls. At night, it makes a 
most effective background for the bril- 
liant costumes of the women. Another 
well-known host is Count Kinsky, and 
yet another is Count Clam-Gallas. One 
should not fail to mention the Ameri- 
can Ambassador, Albert H. Washburn 
Esq., and Mrs. Washburn, who enter- 
tain delightfully in an old palace, the 
present American Embassy, which Mrs. 
Washburn has decorated with charm- 
ing furniture of her own, including 
some rare antique pieces. 

The Viennese women wear not only 
chic French models, but also attractive 
frocks and hats made by their own 
modistes and dressmakers. They af- 
fect many jewels and are especially 
partial to long earrings with their 
evening costumes. 


ENTERTAINMENT IN VIENNA 


Besides the formal functions, there 
are many popular and diverting in- 
formal affairs. Then, too, there is always 
the opera, as well as charming operettas 
of the “Merry Widow” order, which 
always include a dreamy waltz. The 
Viennese go to the opera and theatres 
at seven-thirty and dine between ten- 
thirty and eleven o’clock. It is con- 
sidered chic to sit either in the boxes 
or in the first two rows of the theatre.

THE SHOOTING SEASON 


After the end of June, the cit 
season is practically at an end, and th 
smart world retires to its beautiful 
estates in the country, where the shoot- 
ing, the national sport of Austria 
begins. As every season has its par 
ticular game, the shooting continue 
with only short intermissions, uti 
the spring of the following year. Dur 
ing the summer months, large hous. 
parties are formed, and the mor 
house-parties one attends, the mor 
important one becomes in the eyes a 
the sporting world and of chic society! 

The Prince Fiirstenberg usually gives 
the first house-party at his famow 
castle, Donaueschingen, in Baden. Th 
spring of the river Donau is near th 
castle and is of great interest to th 
countryside. It was to this castle thi 
the former German Emperor well 
each year for the shooting. The estat 
is so vast that twenty guests may shoo 
together in one day and each one covtl 
a different portion. Each guest 
given a Jager, or gamekeeper, wh’ 
loads the guns, and a Trager, or porttt, 
who carries extra coats and pam 
phernalia. At luncheon time, the game 
keeper blows a horn, and, in @ 
incredibly short space of time, a mal 
runs up with a small cart from whict 
he produces a little table and chairs 
a hot luncheon in thermos containets 
wine, cigarettes, and coffee.

is always said at the end of a day’s 
shooting. 

In the evening, there is always a large 
dinner followed by music and dancing. 
Another custom at Donaueschingen is 
for the men who are yearly visitors to 
the castle to receive from their host an 
evening coat in bright hunter’s green, 
the hunting-colour of the Fuirsten- 
bergs, which they are expected to wear 
at dinner. These green coats, like the 
red hunting-coats of the English, add 
a very gay note of colour to the dinner- 
table, among the bright frocks and 
beautiful jewels of the women. 

After the roebuck season come the 
chamois and stag seasons, drawing the 
shooting parties to the mountains. The 
shooting-boxes there are less elaborate, 
and the smart world leads a simpler 
life, rising very early in the morning 
to hunt the game. 

Next, the season for pheasants and 
hare occasions big house-parties in 
Bohemia. At this time, Count Ulrich 
Kinsky and Countess Katalin Kinsky 
have several large parties at their beau- 
tiful estate, Hermanmestec. Their guests 
include the very smartest of the younger 
set, as well as the more distinguished 
married couples. Here, the guns begin 
the day with a big breakfast and, at 
about ten o'clock, start off, usually mo- 
toring to their points of vantage. They 
advance in a row, shooting at the birds 
that are driven towards them by the 
beaters. At luncheon time, the men and 
women lunch together, sometimes in a 
forester’s hut and sometimes in a big 
tent erected for the purpose. The hosts 
usually invite their guests for four days’ 
shooting, and luncheon is planned in 
a different beautiful spot on each day. 
Every one meets again at tea-time when 
an orchestra entertains the guests or 
tables of bridge are formed. In the 
evening, the women wear their smartest 
gowns and jewels and present a beauti- 
tul appearance. 


VIENNESE HOSPITALITY 


Another castle where entertainment is 
done on a very large scale is Pfannberg, 
the estate of Baron Mayr-Meinhof, who 
owns an enormous tract of land in 
Steiermark. -_He and his wife, the 
vivacious Princess Marie,(née Hohen- 
lohe-Schillingsfiirst), can entertain as 
many as thirty guests at a time, and 
offer, not only excellent shooting, but 
a private polo field in the unique set- 
ting of snow-capped mountains. 

After visiting the Kinskys, the guests 
often go on to Count Larisch’s castle, 
Salzer, where the same program is 
followed, and from there to the AIl- 
phonse Rothschilds’ castle, Schillings- 
dorf, which is noted for its excellent 
shooting and its very beautiful park. 
This park is so extensive that one has 
to motor a full half-hour from the gate 
before reaching the door of the castle. 
The program is again the _ same, 
shooting in the most luxurious manner 
all day, with brilliant dinners and balls 
at night. 

Besides these huge estates, there are 
many very beautiful ones on less ex- 
tensive scales, and some of these may 
be leased by foreigners for a month or 
two during the shooting season. Mr. 
Lloyd Griscom leased the Alfred 
Hohenlohe castle, Friedstein, at Stain- 
ach, and it was there that the present 
Princess Chlodwig Hohenlohe-Schil- 
lingsfurst (the former Mabel Cochran) 
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met her husband, who was also a mem 
ber of Mr. Griscom’s party. Friedaes 
is one of the mountain castles, with 4 
marvellous view of the SNOW-cappei 
Alps and with a really mediaeval lity, 
village nestling at its feet.

And how long should a girl of twelve. 
who is also five feet two inches tall, wear 
her dresses? Should the bloomers in- 
cluded in the patterns for children’s 
dresses be made of the same material as 
the frocks? Are cluster rib stockings 
worn for sports by girls of twelve and 
fourteen? Are striped or plaid stock- 
ings worn? What are the correct stock- 
ings for day and dress wear? 


Ans.: The girl of fourteen should 
wear her dresses so that they cover 
her knees. The length of the skirts 
for a girl of twelve depends on her de- 
velopment. If she is slim and straight, 
she may wear them above her knees, 
but if she is in the developing stage, 
she might wear them covering her 
knees. It is only for active play 
clothes that we suggest bloomers for 
dresses, and, in this case, they should 
be of muslin. A little crépe de Chine 
dress would not have bloomers, but the 
child could wear panties with a band 
at the bottom. The same type of dress 
might be made of lawn with bloomers. 
Cluster ribbed stockings may be worn 
by girls of twelve and fourteen years 
of age for sports, and medium-weight 
silk stockings may be worn for dress 
purposes.
